Emmott, who said the story of Zeebrugge 
would ring down the ages as long as the 
Bitish Navy endured und as long ay a 
combination of skill and. bravery com: 
manded the admiration of mankind. When 
in Belgium after the war was over he 
heard on all sides that Zecbrugge mark- 
ed the turning-point of the war At 
the time of the mid, from-the ailitary 
point of yisw we-were in the darkest’ 
months of the war, The great German attack 
was thensfar from uver, and Zeobrugge was 
still under the heel of the German oppressors, 
but the-attack on St. Georgu’s Day presa, ed 
the ultimate defeat of the German hordes. 
Both as a great achievement in itself and 
asa real fuctor in the final stages of the war 
the attack demanded a permanent memorial. 
The British peoplo ulwaya had oa warm 
cornet in their hearts, for the gallant Pel- 
ginn nation, ‘The tearing up of the “serap 
of paper” aud the attack on Belgium 
brought England whole-heartedly inte the 
war, She did-all-she could to suecour ani 
help Belgium in her distress. Our friend- 
ship was not merely sentimentul or spiritual. 
Oar’ connection with Zeebrugge was to 
of a practical type also, and one of the first 
fruits of the great reorganisation of British 
railwa, as thé’ commencement of @ line 
from Harwich to Zeebrugge. .

FIRST LORD ON “OCEAN-WIDE

Mr. L. S. Amery, Firat, Lond of tho 
Admiralty, spenking at the annual dinner. of 
the South«npton Chamber of Commerce on.

‘Atlantic nud the Pacific passed out of our 
hands it would le a matter of only a few 
weeks ‘or months before our fate was scaled.
